6. Can a student take the 144 
hours in one month’s time for in- 
stance, in twenty-four days, six 
hours a day, and thus complete his 
year’s work? Answer: No; he must 
continue his course throughout the 
year. 

7. Do any individuals, eighteen 
years of age or older have to take 
school work? Answer: Yes, any in- 
dividual from eighteen to twenty-one 
who cannot read or write the Eng- 
lish language must attend classes 
until he can read and write English. 

8. Where will part-time course be 
given? Answer: At the High school, 
perhaps; at various grammar schools; 
on the farm, your farm possibly; in 
the industrial establishments; in

DETAILS OF THE 
TAX INCREASE 


Details of why the taxpayers of 
the county are required this year to 
bear all of the burden of increased 
expenses of the county schools were 
announced Wednesday by Mrs. Grace 
C Stanley, county superintendent of 
schools, 

“Last year the money raised by the 
county high school rate was 40 per 
cent of the revenue of the high 
schools of the county and on this 
40 per cent falls practically all of 
the heavy increased expense,” said 
Mrs, Stanley. “This is because there 
has been on way since the last legis- 
lature of providing increased appro- 
priations from the state for schools.” 

The county high school rate was 
raised from 29 cents last year to 
72.6 cents this year and the elemen- 
tary school rate from 40 cents to 48.4 
cents. This was a combined increase 
of 52 cents. 

“The public does not understand 
that the big jump in the high school 
rate is to help out in the grammar 
grades,” said Mrs. Stanley. “It has 
been agreed that the seventh and 
the eighth grades be designated as 
intermediate schools, and interme- 
diate schools can be paid under the 
law from the high school funds.” 

The total amount of money asked 
by the schools of the county funds 
for 1920-21 term is $625,000. Addi- 
tional money will be received from 
the district school tax and from the 
regular state appropriations. 


The district school rates in prac- 


tically all of the big districts were 
at the limit last year and could not 
be raised this year, and therefore it 
fell on the county general fund to 
provide the increase. 

“Will there be any relief next year 
as far as the tax in the county rate 
is concerned?” Mrs. Stanley was 
asked. , 

“I think so,” she said. “On the 
November ballot is an initiative meas- 
ure providing for the increase of 
$17. 50. to $30 per pupil from the state 
for elementary schools, $15 to $30 
S pupil for high schools, and $21 

to $30 from the county for elemen- 


jtary schools, 


“This raise of from $21 t67$30 from 
the county will automatically remove 
the county elementary school rate 
limit of fifty cents and would prob- 
ably put the county elementary rate 
above the figure here this year, but 
the high school aid from the state 
would cut the county high school 
rate.” bs 

Mrs. Sisley expects the new leg- 
islation would result in a consider- 
able net reduction in the county 
school taxes. 

But even under the increased ap- 
propriation granted by the county, 
there is still insufficient funds to 
pay county tea¢hers salaries of a size 
they can command elsewhere, it is 
declared.

Picking and drying fruit made good 
progress, and at the close of the 
month large quantities of fruit were 
on the trays. The water shortage is 
becoming more acute, and the utmost 
conservation will be necessary *until 
the fall rains begin.

Dear Editor,—It seems that people 
in Upland think they have not heard 
from us as often as they should, so 
I will send you a letter.

PINE STUMPS WORTH MONEY 


Those Left In Cut-Over Lande Are In 
Demand—Yield Many Valuable 
Products, 

Increased demand for naval stores 
and a slight falling \off in the su 
have together called attention to th 
value of the stumps; left in. the. fields 
fn cut-over lands of the south <A 
Washington letter of July 6 told of 
the result of investigation by Clement 
8, Ucker, vice president of the south- 
ern settlement and development om 
ganization, in the South Atlantic 
states, from which he learned that the 
stumps left In the fields do not dle 
with the cutting down of the tree, but, 
on the contrary, continue to draw from 
the soll sap rich with the elements of 
naval stores, 

From these old stumpa may be dis- 
tilled some twenty or twenty-five dif- 
ferent by-products, ineluding rostn, 
turpentine, pine and other oils, acetate, 
tar, pitch, alcohol and others, By one 
process rosin and paper pulp may be 
procured. Other processes leave a 
residue of valuable charco: It seems 
thet the destruction by fire of these 
stumps In the clearing up of the land 
is uneccnomical. They can be sold for 
enough to pay for the clearing and 
leave a surplus, so that we may yet 
see manufacturers of naval stores bar 
gaining with the owners of cut-over 
land for the stumps upon it and ex- 
tracting them themselves,
